A RUSH TO THE JAIL. 

As soon as the fact was maae known there 
was Intense excitement, and hundreds ot men 
in uniform and carrying their torches hurried 
to the courthouse yard and demanded that the 
prisoner be banded over tothem. “Lynch 
bim!’’ “*‘Lyneh him!’ was the general: cry. 
At this hour (8:40,) hundreds of mena are be- 
seiging thejail. Sheriff Scott, Chief of Potice 
Clerk and a posse of police are at the jail door 
tryingto calm the infuriated multitude. No 
viojence has been done yet, and none may take 
piace. The body of Burton was taken toa 
crug store, where ap examination showed that 
life was extinct. Every shot took effect. 

THE STORY OF THE MURDER. 

Those who stood vear the scene say the man 
advenced from the crowd on the sidewalk to 
witbin a few feet of his victim and fired the 
firat bullet into hia back, when Burton tell to 
the pavement. This was followed with six 
shots into the prostrate man’s body and head. 
“Seoity” tben threw his revolver at his victim 
and gave bima kick. All this was done in a 
n oment and before any one could realize the 
situation. The motive of the murder has not 
come to ligbt. Burton was managing the cam- 
paigh in this section. 

TAKEN OUT AND LYNCHED. 

The mob, finding they could not prevail 
upon the authortties to surrender the prisoner, 
at 10:45 o’clock procured cold chisels, foreed 
open the doors, snd putting a rope around the 
murderer’s neck lynehed him. The olficers 
were not able to stay the mob, who refused to 
listen to argument. From nine o’clock toten 
the couithouse yard and the square present- 
ed ascene which beggared description. The 
mob increased? in numbers until ‘the entire 
space on the three sides of the jail was a dease 
mass of humanity, demauding that the mur- 
derer be hung. ‘lorches flared avdove a sea of 
heads, und white plumes moved resolutely 
about the square. 

The best citizens in the place were present, 
and watched the fearful seene with blanched 
faces, but with no expression of sympathy. 
There were hundreds of women in the 
thoroughfares and walks about the jail. 

THE ATTACK ON THE JAIL. 

The excitement grew steadily in 
foree, and the mob at last found leaders with 
cool heads who. went methodically about 
teking the victim from the prison and lynch- 
ing him. Beams were precured, and in a 
ve y short time the heavily bolted and barred 
doors on the fourth street side of the jail were 
battered in by the crowd, which poured into 
\} e first floor rooms. The sheriffand his as- 
tistants succeeded in clearing the room the 
firet and second time, buton the third rush 
the mob overpowered them, and held their 
ground. Theinterior wooden doors of the 
CO kibpg dey urtment yielded like so many 
plates of glass. 

IN FULL POSSESSION. 

In the meantime the heavy oa door leading 
to the main stair way, on the west side, was 
battered down, and the cr»wd had tall posses- 
sion of the main corridor. While this was 
going On the crowd almost colossal 
ebout the place, but aside from the rush ot 
men at the jail, the best order prevailed. 
‘There were no drunken men in the mob 
the whole work being done by resolute fellows, 
who decided to make the murderer pay the 

penalty before they left the square. 

in the corridor sledge hammers were 
used to break in the heavy iron doors, two in 
pumber, that intervened between them and 
the cell room. These soon yielded, and as 
cech advance was made the crowd were ap- 
prised on the outside.
